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That this Part of Divine Worſhip may be the 
more acceptable to Gop, as well as the more 
profitable to yourſelf and others, be careful 
to obſerve the following Directions. 


T EARN heſe Tunes before you learn any others; 
L afterwards learn as many as you pleaſe. 


II. Sing them exactly as they are printed here, with- 

Out altering or mending them at all; and if you have 
learned to ſing them otherwiſe, unlearn it as ſoon as 
you can. 
III. Sing All, See that you join with the Congrega- 
ton as frequently as you can. Let not a ſlight Degree 
of Weakneſs or Wearineſs hinder you, If it is a Croſs 
to you, take it up and you will find a Bleſſing. 

IV. Sing l»//ily and with a good Courage. Beware 
of finging as if you where halt Dead, or half a Sleep; 
but lift up your Voice with Strength. Be no more 
zfraid of your Voice now nor more aſhamed of its be- 
ing heard, than when you ſung the Songs of Satan. 

V. Sing mode/tly. Do not baul, ſo as to be heard 
abore, or diſtinct from the reſt of the Congregation, 
that you may not deſtroy the Harmony ; but ſtrive to 
unite your Voices together, ſo as to make one clear 
melodious Sound. 

VI. Sing in Time: whatever Time is Sung be ſure 
to keep with it. Do not run before nor ſtay behind 
it; but attend cloſe to the leading Voices, and move 
therewith as exactly as you can; and take care you 
ling not too //ozv ; This drawling Way naturally ſteals 
on all who are lazy?! and it is high Time to drive it 
out from among us, and fing all our Tunes juſt as 
quick as we did at firſt, 

VII. Above all fing ſpiritually, Have an Eye to 
Gop in every word you ſing. Aim at pleafing Him 
ore than yourſelf, or any other Creature : In order 
to this attend ſtrictly to the Senſe of what you ſing, and 
ſee that your Heart is not carried away with the Sound, 
but offered to Gop continually ; ſo ſhall your ſinging 
be ſuch as the Lord will approve of here, and reward 
When he cometh in the Clouds of Heaven, |
